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PUBLISHER'S NOTE 


There are over 80 Topic Collections in the Mass-Observation Archive at the 
University of Sussex covering issues ranging from Anti-Semitism and 
Commodities to Leisure and Work. These represent surveys and 
investigations carried out by Mass-Observation mainly between 1937 and 
1949, with some later files for the 1960s and 1970s. 


Together with the Worktown. Collection these represent the raw material of 
the Mass-Observation Archive. Some of this was worked up into a polished 
form in the Publications which appear in Part 1 of this project. Brief details 
also appeared in the File Reports, some of which have been published in 
microfiche. But this is the first time that Topic Collections have been 
published in their entirety, giving scholars an opportunity to re-examine and 
re-interpret the extensive evidence that was gathered in the form of 
transcribed conversations, questionnaires, ‘overheards’ (literally overheard 
remarks), and reports. The files are also an important source of ephemeral 
evidence as observers gathered many pertinent pamphlets, leaflets, news 
cuttings and other evidence (including transcribed graffiti). 


Coverage of the Topic Collections commenced with Part 4 and 5 of this 
project, which focussed on social welfare and living conditions, covering: 
Reconstruction, Family Planning, Health, Day Nurseries, Adult & Higher 
Education, Post-War Hopes, Public Administration & Social Services in 
Wartime, Beveridge Report Surveys, Housing, Work, Fuel and Food. 


Parts 6-8 offered material on the Home Front During World War II, and topics 
such as: Evacuation, Youth, Children & Education, Women in Wartime, Anti- 
Semitism, Air-Raids, Propaganda & Morale, the 1940 London Survey, 
Conscientious Objection & Pacifism, Forces, Gas Masks & Dogs in Wartime. 


This ninth part looks at life in Britain from 1938 to 1965, with much on 
material culture, shopping and self-image. It covers: 


e Shopping, 1937-1965 (TC 4, 7 boxes); 

e Personal Appearance and Clothes, 1938-1954 (TC 18, 5 boxes); 
e Co-operative stores survey, 1939-47 (TC 21, 1 box). 

e Commercial Advertising, 1938-47 (TC 22, 1 box); 

e Commodities, 1941-1964 (TC 78, 6 boxes); 


This part explores the emergence of Britain from the Depression and war-time 
austerity, through to the Macmillan years when it was proclaimed that ‘you’ve 
never had it so good. Surveys and interviews look at changing trends in 
consumption and increasing concern for personal appearance and 
possessions and their relationship to advertising. 


There are 7 boxes of material looking at shopping, describing the whole 
process from viewing items in magazines, adverts and shop windows, to 
chatting about the items with friends and family, to visiting the shop and 
making the purchase. There is material on the retail trade in war-time and 
those who suffered most. How did cafes survive the black-out? The impact of 
rationing is obvious in accounts such as the following: 


“It was both ‘points’ and jam’ day and | like to be early and choose. |! got 
‘Spam’ — a small tin of chopped ham — something — and a tin of steak and 
veg. | was very lucky about jam for | wanted marmalade and got two 
Robertson Grapefruit marmalade. There were long shivering queues outside 
the fish shops, but nowhere else.” 


There is also an interesting psychological assessment of housework: 
“How is it that the age-old job of housekeeping began suddenly in this period 


to be described as ‘drudgery’; and why was there a sudden frantic demand for 
labour-saving devices in homes....” 


Finally, there is much on the impact of supermarkets in the post-war period 
and the threat that these would close down small family businesses. 


From teenagers to women in dance halls, and from working men to fashion 
designers, the material on Personal Appearance and Clothes looks at all 
aspects of fashion and self-image. At the beginning of the war there is a 
careful examination of the preparations made for visits to the dance halls. 
This turns into a full blown investigation of dance hall culture, with detailed 
interviews with professional dancers, many of whom were gigolos or escorts. 
There are also files concerning make-up, handbags, the appearance of 
Jewish and Cockney women in the street, hair-styles, and jewellery. The 
impact of clothes rationing is assessed and post-war changes in fashions. 


The Co-op survey provides a fascinating insight into war-time and post-war 
shopping habits. Prospective shoppers were asked if they shopped at the Co- 
op and if not, why not? They were also asked about the other stores that they 
used and their patterns of shopping. In particular, the investigators asked 
people about the social dimensions of the co-op: Did they enjoy the dividend? 
Did they make use of the clubs, education and political lectures provided? 
There are also fascinating (and slightly disconcerting in an Orwellian sense) 
accounts of shoppers who are followed through the stores and closely 
observed to see where they stop, what they buy and what they look at. 


The section on Commercial Advertising has a fascinating section on ‘war and 
sexism’, which looks at the creation of gender stereotypes in advertising from 
pipe-smoking men, to women who are told that “on or off parade, your skin 
must be faultless.” These themes are continued in an advertising booklet 
(Parkinson’s Scholars’ Guide), which has a page each for boys and girls. 
Boys are told that “it is the work that counts, not the applause that follows.” 
The section on Commodities features various product surveys from baked 
beans, razor blades and electrical appliances to tea and toothpaste; How 
were these different products tailored to suit a specific audience?

CATALOGUES. 

19 catalogues were examined,nearly all of them 
collected from the Winter sales. War references were taken out 
and put into their respective categories. In order to work 
out the relative frequency of these references,each catalogue 
was measured and in the following table the number of square 
inches of print a given. They could not be measured according 
to the usual standard of column inches,as they do not include 
colums in their lay out,nor could a reckoning of the pages 
give a fair result as they differ in size. Therefore the 
relative frequency of war references has been given in two 
ways,viz., (a) number of square inches of print peyref erence, 

and (b) taking Prices,the most frequent,as 100, giving 


the others on a percentage basis.

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As might be expected, the large department 
stores of the West End and of shops further West were more 
conscious of the war in relation to prices than to any other 
factor. Most catalogues were liberally supplied with statements 
to the effect that Sale prices were as low as or lower than 
pre-war prices,and often backed this up by saying that prices 
were bound to rise; closely connected with this was the 
fact that shortages of materials already existed and would 
also have its effect on price levels,alshough this was only 
Ppubligised to one-seventh the extent of prices. Typical of 
the Winter Sale war reference is the following from Peter 
Robinson's catalogue:

These are the two most frequent methods of 


referring to prices in wartime. Some firms,however,are more 


explicit,and go to great pains to explain why prices are 
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likely to catapult,as in the following extract from D.H. Evans's 
Sale catalogue:

Owing to the war,the prices of 

RAW HUMAN HAIR have 

advanced enormously,due to the fact 
that supplies mostly come from 
South European countries - indeed, 
certain shades of hair are almost 
unprocurable at any price. 


Foreseeing the probable shortage,

decided not to increase OUR prices 

at present. Also we have arranged 
once again to allow our usual large 
discount during the Winter Sale. 


During the sale there will be a

It has already been stated that references to price 
rises and to shortage of stocks are often bound up with each 
other,and occur in the same advertisement. Pettits of 
Kensington,for instance,insert a leaflet in their catalogue 
in which they say 

It 1s becoming increasingly diffi- 
cult to obtain this Lovely WOOL, 
STOCKINETTE at such a reason- 
able price,so we advise you --- 


, TAKE ADWANTAGE of THIS 
OPPORTUNITY and BUY NOW < 
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Harrods advise customers to 
BO rt ZOGR BLARBEETE 8983 
When present stocks are exhausted Blankets 
may well be almost unobtainable. These wonderful offers 


at prices unrepeatable are indeed bargains no 
wise housewife should miss !$ 


The cutting off of foreign supplies in some fields has even 
led to the stimulation of the British toilet roll industry, 
as is evident from the following item in D.H.Evans:

The Services are well to the fore in the 

Sale catalogues. Of the three branches,the Army is way 
ahead of the others - the British Navy actually falls one 
point below the Air Force. ARP takes third place,above the 
two last named. References to the fighting forces are 
frequently of a less concrete nature than those to the ARP - 
that is,reference is often made to a colour,such as Khaki, 
rather than what it stands for. Direct references to any of 


the Services are rare. This is not the case with the ARP, 


which is frequently mentioned by name,or is inferred by a 


reference to part of its equipment, such as gas mask carriers. 


It is often difficult to distinguish between 
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the Services,as they are lumped together on many occasions,as 
in this extract from Robinson atid Cleaver's "Linenhall News":

Or this from Pontings's "A Message to Men" (Winter Sale) : 


The New 'Services'

than wool to keep cold out,yet weighs 
only a few ounces. 

The other references listed occur with far less 
frequency. Not even the blackout, which looms so large on the 
average man's (and especially woman's) horizon,intrudes much 
into the department stores of the West End. References are of 
two types: there is the occasional admission that a blackout does 
exist, and that it may inconvenience customers; but far more 
frequent is the attempt to make capital out of a phenomenon 
which affects us all,and to sell thick curtains or handbags 
which have a special compartment for a torch,although not one 
of the catalogues examined made any reference to the sale of 
torches. These still remain among the unobtainables of life. 

The boldest and most direct acknowledgment that a 
blackout -is now part of our daily life was made by Dawson's, 
who brought the torch to the fore on both back and front covers, 
and allowkan its beam to break through the darkness and pick 
out the words "DAWSONS of City Road WINTER SALE stabts Jan.5th". 


In fact,this firm was unusually aware of the blackout, for of

16 references to the war,4,or 1! in 4,applied to the blackout. 
This compares with the average for all catalogues of 1! in 26. 
On another basis of comparison, Dawsons had one reference to the 
blackout for every 456 square inches of print, compared with 
the average figure of one for every 3113 square inches. 
Bravington's, the Cash Jewellers,also referred to 
the blackout as a blackout,and not as a means of exploitation. 
Inside the cover of their catalogue they had the following 


message: 


Shopping after dark 


Bravingtons have made special arrangements for shopping 
after dark. Our black-out screen enables you to inspect 
our fully lighted windows after black-out time without 
entering the shop. Don't hesitate to come and have a 

look round even after dark when it is just as pleasant as 
dayl ight e 


Blackout as a salesman occurs in most of the 


examples,such as this one from Barkers catalogue: 


JS.38/11 - 'Black-Out'

two sizes. Instantly fitted 
on one hook. Made of 
black opaque paper. 


Blackout is only a part of the bigger problem 
of Air Raid Precautions, but it is so important it merits 
separate notice. The other aspects of ARP, such as gas masks, 
personnel and Post furnishing are by no means neglected. 
In fact,if Blackout is included with the other ARP references, 


the Navy and Air Force are left far behind in the salesman's 
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valuation of their advertising potentials. Together, they occur 
almost am half as frequently as the Price reference,which is 


a big recommendation from people whose first consideration must 


always be prices. 


Many adverts refer to ARP itself,e.g., Bentalls 
list the following:

The base off the bag is made 
large enough to permit the official 
cardboard respirator box. 


And finally an appeal is made to the ARP personrmé 
to furnish their Posts with the necessities of civilised life; 


Por instance,Barkers have the following: 
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CHEMICAL CLOSETS 
Specially constructed for evacuation 
Camps, cottages, hu8s,ARP Depots, etc. 
Hygienic and odourless. Contaner is 
strongly made from 22 gauge lead, 
coated sheet Steel. Reinforced at | 
bottom,wired top edge. Sprayed white 
inside. Polished Beech seat and@ flap. 
Complete with liberal supply of chemical. 


Closely linked with ARP are the other forms of 

National Service, who, however, receive only one-fifth the 
publicity granted to ARP. Bravingtons reconmend,with illustrations 
"NATIONAL SERVICE BADGES IN MINIATURE", and show two, both for 
the AFS,and marked "Hall-marked solid silver & real enanel". 
Similarly the "Derry Bost" has the following description of 
one of its "Quality Shoes": 

A sturdy Shoe,in Brown or Black Calf, 

welted sole and broad leather heel. 


Approved type for Women's Auxiliary 
Services. 


The other references are so infrequent in 
occurrence that rationing, the one that appears most,is referred 
to only once for every 29 mentions of Prices. Every one of these 
was of a similar nature i advertisements of handbags with 
especial compartments for a ration booKs,as in the example 
from Evans's catalogue given abovee Another such sali from 
Penberthy's: | 

WHAT EVERYBODY'S WANTING TODAY 
a strong and roomy UTILITY BAG 
1.8, We have been fortunate in securing 


a limited number to sell at this 
remarkable price $ They're well 
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made and very well finished in good 
quality LEATHERETTE, with Zipper top 
and long outside zipper pocket which 
ls indispensable these days for 
Identity and Ration Cards. 


The five references to the Empire all came 
from Harrodé food lists,and this is an example of then: 


"Ee MPTIRE* 
ASSORTED CHOCOLATES. 
HALF-PRICE ! 
Made from Empire 
Cocoa-beans and 
other fine ingredients. 


There are only three references to evacuation, one 
of which,the "chemical closet", has been given. The other two are 
worth quoting also, because they are less conventional than 
most of the other references, quoted and unquoted. One, by Bentall, 
urges evacuees to acquire spare beds. The advert runs 


SPARE BEDS. Strongly made in hardwood. 
Legs and head fold flat. Ideal for home use 
or for civilian and Government billeting. 


The other, by Dawson,is a sentimental reference to the children, 
and has no direct sales intention: 


DAWSONS - founded in 1840 - have now entered 

on their CENTENARY YEAR. In spite of the | 
great crisis in which our country is now engaged, 
Dawsons are carrying on as usual. If possible 
we want to be of GREATER SERVICE THAN EVER} 
and our chief aim is to KBEp 68S AOWN. 
Thus we announce our WINTER SALE} commencing on 
FRIDAY, JANUARY 5TH; avail yourself of the 
opportunity to buy what you need while present 
stocks last. THE WISH for 1940 - AN EARLY 
AND A JUST PEACE which will bring a speedy 
return Home of the Children. 
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The remaining four references - two for 
neutrals and one each for Germany and British Royalty - have 
little statistical importance, but are of interest in 
themselves. The already quoted Raw Human Hair advert from 
the Evans catalogue also referred to the countries of 
Southern Europe - because the hair comes chiefly from these 
countries and prices have rocketed in consequence of the war. 
Harrods Wine List includes "Remants of Original Shipments of 
fine quality German Wines....offered at exceptionally low 
quotations - Special List sent on application". And to end on 
a Patriotic note we can turn to Pettits OS House with thés 
recommendation from her the Queen Mother: 

BABY BUNTING DOLL 

Soft, hygienically stuffed body, composition 
arms that move and head that is practically 
unbreakable. Sweet face,lips open a little 
showing two teeth,eyes that shut and fixed 
in head. Dressed in White under-garment, 


Spotted Muslin Frock and Bonnet to match, 
with White Socks. Made in Canada. As 


purchased by HM Queen Mary. 
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LEAFLETS 

It has already been shown in a former survey that 
few shops are issuing leaflets. Of 190 shops where obs 
enquired for leaflets,only two could obliges In a further 
survey, this time of 59 shops within the same area, some 
Shopkeepers said they issued leaflets,used to issee leaflets, 
or sometimes issued leaflets, but none of them appmared to 
have any at the time the enquiry was made. 

Over a period 22 leaflets have been collected, most 
of which were connected with the Department Store Sales,or 
at least came from the big West End Stores. In an analysis 
of war reference 

9 referred to one or more aspects of the war, 
13 ignored its existence. 
A further analysis was made of the 9 leaflets that 


referred to the war,with these reults:

Not a great deal can be learnt from the analysis of 
such a small number of leaflets,yet certain points of interest 


stand out. One of these is the predominance of wice-references 


,;* 
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above all other categories,a condition which is reflected far 
more convincingly in the catalogues. The different classes of 
price-reference are simply a repetition of those found in the 
 Catalogues,e.g., Barkers issue a leaflet which includes the 
paragraph 

These goods were purchased at pre-war prices, 

and it is the opinion of the Board that they 

will be impossible to replace - even at price 

advances of thrity-three and one third to 

fifty percent - that is - even at 6/8 to 10/- 

in the pounde - 
Or a Laundry which cashes in on the risingeprice-complex whcih 


dominates the shopping activities of Britain at war: 


A True War Time Economy 
DRT Greeaaeitue 
AND 
DYEING 
SAVE THE PRICE OF NEW GARMENTS? 
CURTAINS! CARPETS ETC. 

But a more interesting point is that these few 
leaflets refer to matters which find no place inf the much 
larger and more numerous catalogues. Four new categories had 
to be used, viz., Staff, Quality, Advertising and British Statesmen. 
The reason is probably because a leaflet is of more immediate 
interest or for a more urgent purpose; it is frequently issued, 
not merely as an advertisement of goods,as is the catalogue, 
but to illuminate some point which is only of passing interest, 

epplicabrion ar 
or to take advantage of something which has aerveres* only for 


the moment. A good example of the latter is that of a Cafe 


rf 
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which, following on Sir John Simon's Budget Broadcast, issued 
paper bags on which was a caricature of the Chancellor speaking 
into a microphone and% the words,"SAVE MORE", radiating from 
it,and underneath the inscription, "ALWAYS SHOP AT RHE COSY 
CAFE", 

Again,in the one Staff-Reference there is a note of 
urgency. It comes from a Dyer and Cleaner,and after headlining 
red uced winter prices, says 


Take advantage of this offer NOW 
For a short period only,to keep staff employed during 
first winter of the war. 


The other two references mentioned ape both from C & A. 
Across the top of the leaflet is the headline 
PRE-WAR PRICES....-PRE@-WAR QUALITY.....+PREWAR BARGAINS. 


Then,in the centre of the page, they address the public as follows: 


Now,with all the Tube stations open and plenty 
of buses, come to the C & A Sale. At any time 
C&A prices are the lowest...at Sale times 
they are sensational: 

We deeply regret that, owing to the war,we 
cannot send you a copy of our famour Sale 
News. But the war makes no difference to the 
bargains that await you in our six London 
shops -- three of which are in Oxford Street. 
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Content The following table is an abbreviated version of the 
full analysis,and gives all the war references, without 


Paying attention to pro or contra references. 
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It will be seen immediately that the three most 
prolific channels arising from a random selection of 100 shops 
are,in order, 

Food 
Fashion 
Cigarette Cards. 

It has already been seen that tobacconists have 
an average Of fewer notices per shop than most other shops, but 
the high proportion of tobacconists among retailers (there ig a 
licensed tobacconist for every of the population) 
additional importance to goods sold by the tobacconist. 

Food shops (including grocers, butchers, bakers and 
dairies)setween them exercise a powerful influence. Fashion 
(chiefly clothes snops and others ministering to personal 
appearance,such as ladies’ hairdressers) is naturally high up 
among establishaents# which refer to the war in their advertising, 
for it has already been demonstrated that they use wore notices 
per shop than any other type of retailer. 

When these references are sorted into their 
categories, it is evident that retailers,as opinion forming media, 
are far more concerned with the blackout and civil defence toan 
any other contemporary phenomena. Most of the vlackout references 
consist of OPEN signs; of 93 recorded references,war and non-war, 
3% are of the blackout,ie,35%. They form 44% of purely war 
references. Besides being frequent in the types of shop and 


channel already mentioned, they also appear in chemists(science), 
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shops catering for women,and in off-licence houses. Since the 
majority consist of OPEN signs, they are neutral in reference. 
This is a typical blackout reference:-

References to Civil Defence are by no means 80 
wholeheartedly neutral. Of the 16 collected,only 10 were without 
comment,the other 6 all being pro. But in this case the main 
source of information was overwhelmingly the food shops. Another 
interesting point is that only one pro reference came from the 
food retailers,the other 5 being distributed over 5 other channels. 
The following is tynical of the class of neutral reference 
exhibited by many food shops:-

Here ls a contra ref erence, from a hairdresser's :-

Roughly spesking, the chief difference between 
the two classes of shop is that relatively more Multiples are 
in favour of shop advertising than Smalls. The numbers against 
and those who could not or would not give an opinion are very 
similar. The difference is made up by the number of small 
shopkeepers who think that shop notices are of value under 
special circumatances,or that they have their place in peace 
time but not in war. None of the Multiple shopkeepers visited . 
gave these opinions. They were,on the whole,more defigite in 


their views. 
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Fifty shopkeepers in the Fulham area were questioned 
2z;out the value of shop notices in attracting the public and 
boosting sales. The result shows a wide difference of opinion 
which falls under different headings: those in favour, those 
against, those who think shop advertising is valuable under certain 
circumstances, those who think that it was a valuable medium in 
peace tive, dut is useless in war}; another “sroup is conpletely 
Negative - it coaprises those who co not use notices, those who 
are indifferett,or fow one reason or another have no opinion to 


offer. Analysis reveals the foliowing:-

it is likely that most of them would,it will we found that the 
two divisions are exactly equal in strength - 2 50+50 division. 
Therefore the main conclusion to be drawn from this survey ils 
that among shopkeepers themselves there ig the utmost doust 

20ut the value of shop notices. In all prosability wost of them 
advertise in the window because their fathers did before them, 
ane when they are questioned avout the value of such measures 
their answers reveal the uncertainty that exlats. 

The proenotice group vary in the degree of certainty 
with waich they support this advertising medium. A draper,for 
exauple,was convinced that the “red ticket" was responsible for 
the success of the Blg stores: 

The only answer is,if you think it out, the thousands 
of pounds spent on red ink in the last 39 years lg @ 
sufficient answer. All the big stores boost all the year 
round with slg sales. Their value MUSt be AMAZING » It 

‘ creates a mass impression. The individual is rather 
extraordinary. There was a well known article which I 
reduced 3d in the shilling, but it was no good without the 
sales ticket. A year ago, see that (Table runner, Very Special, 
1/1138) I saw the same thing advertised with a big red 


ticket at 2/3. I guarantee they sold hundreds while £&xayx 
IT sold just a few. 


Tobacconists are not among the gost prolific 
advertisers (vide report on Shop Notices per Shop) but the 
following was as certain as the draper quoted above that 
CinkOn advertising performs a useful function: 


Ye can't have any notices in the window, but we 
can have thea inside, which is just as good. Take these 
Blue Gillettes - I put a box off them just here,a fellow 
comes in for some cigarettes,and says,"Oh, I'll have one 
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of these". We've got to brighten things up in the blackout. 
If we didn't have a display of cigarettes in the window, 
no-one would know what we were. A different dressing helps - 
last week I put in a lot of Top Score in the window, and 
everyone was Coming in asking for them, 

What notices do appear in tobacconiaet's windows are 
usually proprietary advertisements, supplied direct by the firms 
concerned. This is the case with many classes of shops, including 
grocers, where XM a notice drawing one's attention to the 
qualities of STORK MARGARINE is more likely to be seen than & 
one drawn up by the grocer himself advertising MARGARINE in 
general. The remarks of one of the grocers visited are 
extremely interesting in the light of this point: 

Sales talk is done this side of the counter. 1 often 
thought of advertising goods in the window myself. I fully 
realise what you mean. It would take some pluck to start. 
You could extend it in all Kinds of ways. Take watches, you 
could suggest that the customer takes a dozen and puts 
them away in the cupboard - not because they are lixely to 
rise in price, but bpecause it way be iapossivle to get then 
at all. The average grocer,in advertsing sultanas, siuply 
Puts "Smyrnas" on them. It would anpeal to a larger nunbder 


of people if they gave more details. Yes, it would have a 
certain value, but it has never been exploited. 


It has already been ascertained that shepe 
@inistering to pergonal appearance advertise in the window more 
than other classes. Food shops come next ,and miscellaneous 
Non-Food advertise in this way least of all. Therefore it is n@& 
surprising to find that a draper is convinced of the value of 
sunep notices, whereas the food retailer is a Little uncertaln, 


though favourably inclined. He, like the tobacconist,is supplied 


with proprietary notices,and seldom thinks of extending his 
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shop advetising, except when special circumstances arise, such 
sne introduction of registration and rationing. In other Words, 
not having to think so much of this form of advertising as 

the trader who is out to make a profit from Sms human vanity, 
non-proprietary advertising rarely occurs to hia. 

From this semiecdouretful attitude it 1s sut a snort 
step to the view that shop notices have value under certain 
circumstances. A jeweller put the rather confuded point made 
ey the grocer quoted above £m with a brevity and directness 
that leaves no room for doupt: 

We don't find they make much difference. For 
advertising wares, they're no good. For special articles, 
it's all right. 

This was the point the grocer was uncertain about: shop notices 
can push special lines, but mam do general notices have the same 
effect ? The jeweller says not, although he belongs to the 
clase which has uost faith in shop notices,eccording to 
Ooservation. 

Another circumstance which has to be taxen into 
account before it can be determined whether shop notices 
have any real value is the locality of the shope At least, this 
is the view of an aggistant in a Ladies’ Dress shop. She was 

ge MISS 
very scornful of the ~dtere of shop notices, but admitted that 
they sOmetimes have the desired effect: 

Notices in the window are a disgrace to the public's 
intellect. We have a notice saying that if they come before 


12, they can have 2/- off. No-one asks about it, they don't 
read it. It souhds as though they don't take any notice, 
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though perhaps the clock's too high. Striking notices over me 
the window are 2n insult to the public's mentality, and > 
they lower the tone off the shop. It depends a great amount /-4-— 
on the locality,the different suburias and districts. C & A's 
ave blg adVerts,and they get hundreds of people in. You 
can advertise in different ways. 
The other circumstance mentioned was expense. 

Notices may be an efficient form of propaganda, but only if 

you have the eash to do it on a big scale. This was the opinion 

of the proprietor of a Wine Merchant's. shop. 


Not worth it if you're going to spend £2 a week. 
But if you're like Guinness,at about £250,000 a year on 
advertising = yes. | 

But, in the eyes of many,there is one circunustance 
above all others which is necessary if shop advertising is to 
serve its Durpose - peace. War is the worst possible basis for 
the advertising firas, unless they confine themselves to torches 
and batteries. There are a number of factors which militate 
against them - the tightness of money, ,rationing anc pooling, 
and the various Kinds of controle For example,2 butcher, whose 
supplies are restricted to whatever the Govt considers necessary, 
gays ; 

My experience is before the war I advertised in 
toe cinema and in the local rag, out since the war it’s 
ugeless. We're given so mich to sell it’s no use 
advertising, but in peace time it’s splendid. Window 
advertising is one of the finest adverts you can nave. 

It attracts the eye. 
An Off-Licence merchant,a fira believer in the 


shop notice,also adaitted their inefficacy in wartine: 


Notices in the windows are all right. It's the 
west advert you cam get ,it's wetter than advertbsing in 
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toe window to the small man. They're not much good in War. 
It's soaething 
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rindow notice loses faith « Perhaps the loss of faith an shop 
advertising aazong a section of shopkeepers is chrystallised 
ia the following remarks by a confectioner. It reveals a 
hopelessness which may frequently lead to a policy of laisser- 
Lal. 

I don't know - I just write up on the windows 


souetimes. It's not MeO gees advertising now, people 
have got no moneye I don’t think it’s mush good. 


The operative word in the asove is “now”. The war has taxen away 


people's spare cash, diverted it to other ends,and shop advertising 


woich works on the assumption of spare cash,is bound to suifer, 

The line dividing the comnlete antiewindow 
adverbising and those who believe that the war is respoasible 
for its failure (if it has failed) is thin. Another Wine 
Merchant shared the opinion of the confectioner quoted above, 
only he is Xuuuxnap more definite and less hopeless, because he 
thinks the situation is past hoping: 


At the moment nil. I'm convinced that nothing will 
maxe them suy. Not at the moment. 


Many of the “antis", however,are completely 


uncompromising. Some of these give no reason = they say that 
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ehnop notices are valueless,and there is no more to ve said. 
A Leather Merchant is a good example of this type: 


No value at all. Not to me. No notices ever in the 
window . 


But sometimes a reason is given,and it is usually 
the same - i.e.,when the war is not blamed. Some traders have a 
steady Kxade custom,and they do not see how acvertising could 
possibly do them any good. This is especialiy true of Food shops, 
where three main commocities are rationed,and have to me registered 
for,eut it is not confined to Food shops. The fol@owing exauples 
are from each claga: 


I don't advertise. My regular custom is all 
registered here, you know. (Butcher) 


I shoulda't think they're much good. They don't 
ering much business. We're too well known. There's not 


mach passing trade. We live on regular trade and 
recommendation. (Jeweller) .c 


Copy 

The same random seleetion of shopkeepers were asked whe 
wrote the copy or the notices they possessed. In this there was 
a higher percentage of "don't kaows" than in the other,owing to 
the nature of the question. When asked for their opinion of the 
value of shop notices, uost of the traders questioned could give 
aa answer,because it was a matter of opinion. But when asked 
whe wrote the copy, besides the usual number of refusala and 


the usual indifference on the part of some shopkeepers,many more 


said they didn't know,as they had not been serving when the

This is none of your modern stores with concealed lighting, 
regimented artistic counters divided by streets obsequiously car- 
petted inches deep in velvetty pile. It is altogether a hon. ier and 
more prosaic affair, a throw-back to Victorianism. Long, narrow 
high-ceilinged departments are flanked with old-fashioned counters 
decorated with samples at either end, cleared for service in the 
centre, - the centre floor-space islané@ed with groupiwes of drapery 
or what-not. One deparémént edges its way discreetly to another 
through narrow doorways. It is a work of (onsierable art to discov- 
er the lifts. One asks, walks, turns, looks for notiees slung from 
the ceiling as directed. And when found the lifts present a surpris~ 
ingly modern apect with their plain, silvered doors. Indeed, it is 
said that Mr. Lewis is all for modernising in his own good time, and 
if one were to come back again some years hence (other things being 
equal) one wo.ld find the latest style of building and display. But 
for the moment one must be content with wending one's way through 
a conglommeration of shops and not mind wasting some time in the 
process of finding any particularly desired destination. Concessions 
zo thé modern spirit have already been made, specially in the crockery 
and woodwork @partments, and more than anywhere else, in the cafe. 

As the shop has this veneer of modernity, so the attendants have 
a veneer of smartness. The womenere aged frgumxanything from 17 to 
60, the youngest being unsophiscated an@, the eldest unsophiscated 
and experienced, and a fairly large percentage or the in-betweens 


being comparatively smart. All dress in green, some having white colle — 
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lars. Men setve in the "materials" and one or two other places, 
and act as shopewalkers. In the latter capacity they are quiét and 
unobtrusive in manner, almost self-effacing. 

On Wednesday afternoon the shop was extrmmmly quiet. I entered 
the "stockings" at 2.45. It was a department such as I have described 
but a lit:le wider than some - more like a box than a coffin. To my 
right was a small display of bright scarves in the care of a org young 
girl who was chatting eagerly with the cashier in a cubkitle close by. 
To my left, at one of the stocking counters, two attendants talked to 
each other, not on the look-out for any customers. They were joined 
by a third who came from the other side of the @partment and leant 
across the front of the counter. Other attendants, eyeing me from their 
various posts obviously sensed me hopefully as a potential cumtomer. 
Weel, I wanted some stockings,anyway. Samp&es were set out on trays 
in the middle island section of the room, so I fingered various types, 
finally settling on some at 4/1l - fine, gauzy ones with strong-looking 
heels. I enquired about them - strength, shaping, type of heel and toe. 
The attendant# ran he: hand inside one and held it out: 

"Very good line. Strong. Américan. Our last consignment came in 
a few months ago. We shan't be getting any more. Three pairs for 
14/6 - a real bargain, Madam."

Materials, crowding the long narrow rooms fustily, also 

attracted many bugers. Women fingered the bright summer linens,

They were, for the mostspart,/middle-class 
women shopping efficiently, economically - with an eye for a 
bargain. They snapped up the remnants they wanted, rejecting 
impatiently those they couldn't use. Only half a dozen pieces 
were left when I f€ached the remnant counter. These women were 
silent, knowledgeable shoppers.

stitch for 5 inches. Leave on a spare needle and work a second 
piece the same. 


Right Front.—Cast on 76 stitches and work in garter 
stitch for 2 inches. Now work the main part in stocking 
stitch, but knit 12 stitches at the end of purl rows to form 
front border. When work measures 6 inches begin pocket top.

2nd vow: Purl 10, knit 38, purl 16, knit 12. 
Repeat these 2 rows 4 times more 
Next row: Knit 28, cast off 38, knit 10.

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Continue front until work measures 17 inches, then begin 
front shaping :—Knit 2 together inside garter stitch border on 
alternate rows until 44 stitches remain.

Left Front.—As right, reversing garter stitch border, 
shaping and position of pocket. The wrong side pocket top 
row will be :—Knit 12, purl 16, knit 38, purl 10. Make 6 
buttonholes on this front, the first, two inches from lower edge 
and the other five at intervals of 22 inches. 


Make buttonholes thus :—Knit to within 7 stitches of end 
of row, cast off 3, knit 4. On next row cast on 3 stitches over 
those cast off on previous row. 


Sleeve.—Cast on 80 stitches and rib—knit 2, purl 2—for 
3 inches. Change to stocking stitch and increase 1 stitch at 
beginning and end of every 8th row until there are 104 stitches 
on the needle. Continue on these until the sleeve measures 
20 inches. Cast off loosely. 


Work the second sleeve in the same manner. 


To Make Up.—Press the knitting with a hot iron over a 
damp cloth. Join shoulder and side seams, leaving 83 inches 
for armholes. Join sleeve seams, and insert sleeves in armholes, 
seam to seam. Sew edging along back of neck. Overcast 
buttonholes and sew on buttons. Press all seams. 


For a Sleeveless Cardigan.—Knit the back for 16 
inches, then knit 6 stitches at beginning and end of every purl 
row to form garter stitch border at armholes. Knit the fronts 
for 16 inches, then knit 6 stitches at armhole end of purl rows 
to form a garter stitch border. 


Note.—All Seafarers’ Garments should be knitted firmly to secure better 
protection from wind and weather.

Knit 6 rounds without decrease, then repeat the decrease. Make this decrease 7 times, 
with 6 rounds between each. The sock will now have 66 stitches round the ankle, being 
a decrease of 14 stitches. About 45 or 50 rounds may be knitted for the ankle, without 
further decrease.

For the Heel.—Divide the stitches, leaving 16 on the heel needle on each side of 
the seam stitch, and 33 on the other two needles, to be left for the top of foot. Knit along 
the heel needle, purling the seam stitch, turn, slip the first stitch, knit 2, purl 13, knit 1, 
purl 13, knit 3. Repeat these 2 rows alternately until there are 36 rows.

To Turn the Heel.—Slip 1, knit 2, purl 14; this includes the seam stitch, which is 
now discontinued, purl 2 together, purl 1, turn ; slip the first stitch, knit 2, knit 2 together, 
knit 1, turn; slip 1, purl 3, purl 2 together, purl 1, turn ; slip the first stitch, knit 4, knit 
2 together, knit 1, turn; slip 1, purl 5, purl 2 together, purl 1, turn; and continue thus, 
taking from each side 2 stitches each time, until all are knitted in.

lifted. The stitches are now arranged upon 3 needles again, knit along to the end of the 
front needle.

All the stitches are now on the two 
needles ; place them parallel with each other, and cast off by knitting a stitch from each 
needle. 


To strengthen socks and stockings the heels and toes may be worked with double 
wool, that is, from two balls instead of one; a finer wool may be used for the second ball. 


RIBBED SOCKS 


Materials vequived: 4 ozs.‘‘Greenock”’ Fingering or Super Fingering, 4 or 5 ply. 
Set of Knitting Needles, No. 13. : 


Measurements: Leg, 14 inches; Foot, 11 inches. 


Cast on 80 stitches; knit 1 round plain. Rib in 1 plain and | purl for 3$ inches, 
then rib in 3 plain and 1 purl for 74 inches. Divide stitches for heel, 39 on heel needle 
(19 on either side of purl stitch), 41 on the two remaining needles to be left for top of foot, 
knit along the heel needle purling centre stitch, turn; slip 1, purl 1, alternately, to end of 
needle, knitting the centre stitch plain. Repeat these 2 rows for 3 inches. 


To Turn Heel.—Begin on purl side, slip 1, purl 20-—this being 1 stitch past the seam 
stitch, which is now discontinued ; purl 2 together, turn; slip 1, knit 3, knit 2 together, 
turn ; slip 1, purl 4, purl 2 together, turn; slip 1, knit 5, knit 2 together; continue in 
this way, taking from each side 2 stitches each time until all are knitted in, pick up and 
knit 20 stitches down the side of heel, rib stitches that were left on two needles on to one 
needle, pick up and knit 20 stitches on other side of heel, add to this needle half of the 
stitches that were left from turning of heel. The stitches are now on three needles again, 
knit along the needle on which the first 20 loops were lifted, continuing the ribbing of 3 
and 1 on the front needle. 


Gusset.—At the beginning of the next or first foot needle, knit 2, knit 2 together, 
knit plain to within 4 stitches at end of 2nd foot needle, knit 2 together, knit 2, rib front 
needle. Next round plain. Repeat the last two rounds until the stitches are reduced 
to 20 on each foot needle, knit without decreasing until the foot measures 84 inches, 
measuring from outer edge of heel; discontinue the ribbing on front needle and begin to 
decrease for toe by knitting as follows :—Beginning on front needle knit 2, knit 2 to- 
gether, knit to centre of needle, knit 2 together, knit to within 4 stitches at end, knit 2 
together, knit 2. 


Note.—The decrease made in the centre of this needle is not to be repeated, as this 
has only been made to bring the stitches even. 


On first foot needle knit 2, knit 2 together, knit plain to within 4 stitches at end of 
second foot needle, knit 2 together, knit 2. Nextround plain. Repeat the last 2 rounds 
till 16 stitches remain, now place these on two needles, 8 on each, place the two needles 
paraHel, knit 1 from each. Cast off. 


Note.—All Seafarers’ Garments should be knitted firmly to secure better protection from 
wind and weather.

SIDE TWO: DETAILED ADVICE 


I. GASES USED IN WARFARE. 
How to Study the Picture Chart. 


1. Study the chart working generally from left 
to right and from top to bottom. 


2. Note the definition of ‘* Gas.’’ Note also 
that gas is a means of harassing the public rather 
than of destroying life. With precautions the 
number of fatal casualties should be negligible. 


3. Note that gas may be distributed (a) by 
spraying from aircraft, (by in bombs from aircraft, 
(c) in shells from guns. (In field warfare it may 
also be made to escape from containers on the 
ground.) 


4. Learn the names of the four chief classes of 
gas (marked |, Il, Ill, IV). 


5. Learn the short names of the eleven* chief 
sorts of gas (and later their technical names). Note 
that Chlorine, Phosgene and Mustard (printed in 
bold type) are the most to be feared. (Note that 
the tear-gases have three-letter names and that 
the nose-gases have two-letter names.) 


6. Note which gases are “‘persistent ’’ (printed 
in red), and which are non-persistent (printed in 
reen). The first two and the last three are 
* persistent.”’ 


7. Learn the nature and appearance of each gas 
and how to recognise them (whether liquid, solid 
or vapour, and smell, if any). 


8. Learn the chief effects of each gas, also 
whether quick or slow action, etc. 


9. Having noted and learnt the above, study the 
various remedies recommended (in the last column). 
Further details are given below. 


* There are a few other types that may be used. 
For instance DI-PHOSGENE (a semi-persistent gas 
which is more dangerous even than Phosgene) may 
be added to the Lung-irritant type. 


ll. THE RESPIRATOR. 


This consists essentially of specially prepared 
charcoal, which absorbs large quantities of the gas. 
This, together with layers of gauze, cotton wool 
and facepiece prevents the gas from being inhaled. 


See that your respirator fits and is properly 
adjusted. Test it for “‘ gas-tightness.”’ 


Take care of your respirator and have confidence 
in it; all types of the official respirator offer 
complete protection of eyes, nose, mouth, lungs 
and stomach, but not against such gases as Carbon 
Dioxide (lack of oxygen) and Carbon Monoxide 
(a gas present in exhaust of cars). 


To put on, hold by straps and insert chin first. 
Face the wind. Before and while putting on res- 
pirator hold your breath as first precaution. 


lil, PROTECTIVE CLOTHING. 


This consists of rubber boots and heavy oilskins, 
hood and gloves. Full heavy clothing to be worn 
by those doing more dangerous active work such 
as decontaminating. A lighter type is sufficient 
for others. 

Protective clothing is especially needed in the 
presence of Mustard, but it is recommended in the 
case of all persistent gases, even if only as a method 
of precaution. (*‘ Mustard ’’ here and throughout 
means ‘* Mustard Gas ”’ and has no connection with 
household mustard.) 

Note that Mustard will penetrate almost any 
substance, including metal and brick; but rubber 
offers the best resistance. 


IV. EFFECTS OF WEATHER. 


Wind tends to carry away, dilute and disperse 
gas-vapour. But the stronger the wind the greater 
the distance to which the vapour will be carried, 
and the more it will be diluted. 

Warm weather evaporates persistent gases 
more quickly, so the danger is greater. 

Frosty weather will freeze persistent gases, 
but the thaw will make them active again. 

Rain will tend to wash away persistent gases— 
but will wash them into other places, such as lower 
ground and ditches. 

Gas bombs falling on hard and dry surfaces 
contaminate more ground than on wet and soft 
surfaces. 

Fog has little or no effect either way. 


V. DECONTAMINATION OF CLOTHING. 


Clothes that have received spray or vapour are 
particularly dangerous. They are poison carriers 
and so spread the poison into otherwise safe places. 

Don’t enter a building—still less a gas-proof 
room—if you suspect your clothing is contaminated; 
even after exposure to the non-persistent gases. 
Undress first and then change. Particularly remove 
boots. 

For light contamination it is sufficient to air 
clothes for 24 hours. For heavy contamination 
Se sage by Mustard) boiling is the only means 
other than chemical) of destroying the poison. 


Vi. GENERAL DECONTAMINATION. 
This is the work of trained specialists. 


Vil. GAS-PROOF ROOM. 


Select the most suitable room in regard to size, 
convenience and ease of gas-proofing. At times 
it may be the only habitable room for you, your 
family and guests, and must serve not only as 
sitting-room, but also as larder, bedroom, washing- 
room, etc.

d examining A.R.P. volunteers, and with full knowledge of their particular difficulties. 
al public, the idea of the Picture Chart has simplified the teaching on the subject of chemical warfare. 
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Block up the chimney, ventilating bricks and all 
chinks, including edges of doors and windows, and 
even keyholes. 

Old newspapers and paste are the easiest and 
most effective chink-stoppers. 

Economise air. No fire, oil or gas lamps or 
candies. Keep still and you will require less air 
to breathe. 

An air-lock is a convenience if persons are likely 
to pass in and out of the room (or of the house). 
An air-lock is an approach to a room (or a house) 
so arranged with doors or frames and blankets (or 
thick curtains) that one may pass through in two 
stages—(|) crawl under the first blanketed door 
(or frame), (2) then under the second. The air- 
lock serves as a sort of valve or double-closured 
corridor. The passage between a front door and the 
door of the gas-proof room may be made into an 
air-lock. 


Vill. OTHER PRECAUTIONS. 


Cover food and water to avoid contamination. 
Note that the arsenical particles of the Nose Gases 
may poison food or water. 

When an air raid is expected, the best thing for 
the general public to do is to take shelter indoors. 

Watch your step. Don’t tread in or touch what 
may be splashes of oily liquid gas. 

Keep on windward side of any crater or other 
deposit or cloud of gas (see bottom of Picture Chart) 


IX. EFFECTS AND REMEDIES. 


Tear Gases* cause streams of tears and pain to 
eyes, but do no harm otherwise than causing 
immediate helplessness. Bathe eyes with a solution 
of bicarbonate of soda or salt (one teaspoonful of 
either to one pint of previously boiled water). 
Then apply oil or vaseline. A bandage would 
prevent evaporation of the gas, so use none. 

Nose Gases* have effects comparable to a 
violent cold in the head plus neuralgia, headache, 
vomiting, etc. They cause intense depression, but 
do little or no harm. Comfort and reassure sufferer. 
Douche nose passages with bicarbonate of soda 
solution (see above) and give a drink of bicarbonate 
of soda (one teaspoonful to pint) in cases of nausea 
and vomiting. 

* Tear and Nose Gases are known as “ Panic 
Gases,”” 


Lung Gases.—These have immediate and grave 
consequences. Phosgene and Di-phosgene are more 
dangerous than Chlorine. They do not actually 
poison, but they attack the air cells of the lungs so 
that breathing becomes increasingly difficult. 
During the early stage after exposure to Phosgene, 
the victims have a feeling of well-being and therefore 
do not realize their serious condition. They must 
be considered as “‘ stretcher cases’’ and imme- 


- diately taken to hospital. Keep patient warm and 


comfortable. On no account administer artificial 


co 31). lo. 39 To 
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respiration, which would further damage the already 
damaged lungs. A person ina complete state of rest 
consumes very little air. 

Blister Gases raise blisters on skin* and have 
“‘ Universal Action,” i.e., affect also eyes, nose, 
lungs and stomach. Mustard has delayed action, 
but Lewisite immediate action. Note that Bleach 
Powder (Chloride of Lime) and Bleach Ointment 
(Chloride of Lime and White Vaseline), unless 
stored in effective containers (to exclude moisture), 
may lose their value. Unless bleaches are applied 


at once, scrubbing with soap and water is the only 


remedy. (Don’t wash in such a way as to spread 
contamination further over skin!). If the skin 
has been contaminated for more than a few minutes, 
don’t apply the bleaches, otherwise further damage 
will be caused to the already damaged skin. But 
mop off any visible liquid gas and then wash and 
scrub well with soap and hot water for about 
ten minutes As Lewisite is immediately destroyed 


. by water, it is not necessary to apply the bleaches. 


Lewisite blisters should be broken because there is 


arsenic in them, but do not break Mustard blisters. 
“Apply saline or bicarbonate dressing (one teaspoon- 


ful to pint of warm water) to damaged skin. This 
will act as a soothing dressing and will lessen the 
risk of infection. 

* One pinhead of Mustard will raise a blister the 
size of a sixpence. 


X. HIGH EXPLOSIVE. 

No defence against direct hits. Sand-bags, boxes 
of earth, etc. (as also trenches) are protection 
against shell splinters and ‘* blast.’’ (Blast is a 
rush of air so violent as to kill ! So at least lie down 
if caught in open.) Sheets or strips of paper pasted 
across window-panes together with close wire 
mesh and boarding of windows will act as protection 
from splinters and broken glass. 

Nitrous Fumes are liberated in explosions. 
These are of a reddish-brown colour and cause 
irritating cough, headache and sometimes vomiting. 

Carbon Monoxide (an invisible gas) is also 
liberated. Artificial respiration must be applied if 
breathing has ceased. 


Xi. INCENDIARY BOMBS. 

These cause terrific heat with blinding white 
light. Water spraying useless or worse than use- 
less (except with special apparatus). Throw 
buckets of sand on burning bomb, and if possible 
remove bomb with special scoop and tongs, and 
place it into iron bucket containing sand. Also 
take precautions as for ordinary cases of house on 
fire, i.e., close doors and windows (except one for 
exit.)

Peace Time Regional Scheme 


‘PROSPECT DOES NOT APPEAI, ” 
TO EX-LORD MAYOR 


The more he thought over the idea of continu- 
ing Regional organisation after the war, the less 
the prospect appealed to him, confessed Alderjnan 
W. Martineau (former Lord Mayor of. Birming- 
ham) when he addressed the Smethwick Rotary 
Club on its Civic Day on Tuesday. 

The luncheon was attended by the Mayor of 
Smethwick (Councillor C. H. Marriott, J.P.), who 
was accompanied by the Deputy Mayor, Mayor’s 
Chaplain, Aldermen and Councillors, the Town 
Clerk (Mr. Frank Chapman) and others. 

Speaking on ‘Local Government after the 
war,” Alderman Martineau said :— 

‘In the English system there are no diff- 
culties about the boundaries of legislative power 
because we have an absolute central Parliament 
which can make or unmake without let of 
hindrance. When I see letters in the papers com- 
plaining about Local Authorities, I somtimes 
wonder if the writers realise that Local Author- 
ities in England can do nothing except what is° 
expressly authorised by Parliament. 
Parliament has chosen “severely to limit the 
powers of Local Authorities, it has also, to its 
credit, chosen to set up a system of locally 
elected Local Authorities to carry out the will of . 
the local electors within the limits laid down 
by the national Parliament, and I think that this 
system might work admirably if two modifica- 
tions could be made in it. 

“The first difficulty is that of finance. 
extraordinarily difficult to find any method by 
which Local Authorities can raise local funds 
without interfering with the collection of national

funds, and I suppose it is this that has led to- 


the continuance of our very antiquated method 
of raising money locally namely by the rating of 
property. When the rating system was origin- 
ally brought into being land was the chief and 
almost the sole source of unearned income and 
the system of local taxation by rates was fair 
and appropriate, but, as the centuries have 
passed and other sources of income have grown 
greater and have multiplied in number, the 
rating system has become more and more unfair 
and oppressive. I think that anyone would be 
doing the country a great service who ‘could 
find a modern substitute for rates which would 
give Local Authorities an elastic source of 
revenue which could be raised from their local- 
ity without interfering with the Central Govern- 
ment’s finance and which would take regard of 
temporary variations in capacity to pay.

| PERMANENT REGIONS 
“One suggestion that has been put forward is 
that the Regional system which has been intro- 


of Local Government. The principle of the 
present Regional Government appears to be suit- 
able for war; I do not think it would be at all 
suitable for peacetime. If the Regional Com- 
missioner and his officials are given practically 
the complete powers of the various Central Gov- 
ermment Ministries, the Regional Authority will 
tend to become a dictatorship without the direct 
corrective of a al Parliament in which ques- 
tions can be asked. 

“If, on the other hand, the Region becomes a 
mere Post Office through which all correspond- 
ence with the Central Government has to take 
place and everything has to be referred’ to 
London, the delay in getting sanctions for local 
action will be even worse than before, 

“There is another poss#bility for Regional 
organisation. Just as there are elected County 
Councils with Boroughs, Urban and Rural Dis- 
tricts with them, so there might be elected 
Regional Councils with County Boroughs and 
Counties within them. This would mean a fur- 
ther division of duties. The Local Authorities 
exercising rule at present within a Rural Parish 
are :— 


(1) The County Council, 
(2) The Rural District Council,’ 
(3) The Parish Council or Meeting. 


| REGIONAL COUNCIL 

‘‘Tf we added to this list the Regional Council 
‘it would be more appalliug than ever. When 1 
began to think over this problem I was rather 
attracted by the idea of the continuation of some 
form of Regional organisaion after the war, but 
I am bound to say that the more I think it 
over, he less the prospect app-als to me, 

‘I do not intend to produce to-day a panacea 
for producing a healthy system of Local Govern- 
ment after the war, but I do propose to indi- 
cate the directions in which, to my mind, we | 
should seek for improvement, They are :— 

1—Some system of local taxation should be 
evolved which would enable the whole of. 
the necessary expenditure by the Local 
Authority to be raised independently oi:

29—I think that efficiency might be increased by 
the closure of some of the smaller units out 
side County Boroughs. This should have the 
effect. that the work shouid be better don¢™ 
and that one -or two, instead of three or 
four, Auhoritis shonid all local 
powers. 

3—I think the concera of the Ministries in 
the details of local affairs should be reduced: 
the Local Authorities should be masters in ‘ 
their own housg¢s subject only to the power 
of the Judicature to curb them if they exceed 
the powers laid down by Parliament.” 


“ INSISTENT IMPORTANCE ” 

The Town Clerk thanked the speaker for rais- 
ing matters which would be of insistent import- - 
ance after the war 

“It is difficult,” the said, “to find a workable 
substitute for our archaic rating system.” He 
added that he had considered the possibility of 
a municipal income tax but it would be hard to 
formulate a practical scheme, 7 

If the regional control after the war were to 
bear any relation to the regional control now 
being experienced he hoped they would have 
nothing to do with it. In the past the contacts 
between heads ‘of government departments and 
local authorities was very valuable and no ad: 
memenee would be gained by interposing -regiona 
control.

Il. General Impressions 


On Thursday morning, January 2nd, the atmosphere was 
that of a sale in a large devartmental store, the feeling of 
eagerness, the rather intent movement of people fromcounter to 
counter, devartment to department; an intermittent opening and 
closing of swing doors. Women fingering materials, turning 
over the piles of linens, laces, towels and jumpers. fhe 
rustle of paper, the sudden shart slip of cloth, tne laughs of 
children darting round the counter, the cries of children 
dragging on their mothers! baskets, against a background hum 


of conversation. But in a lower key, at a slower pace than 
inv. had previously experienced in Yales. In many devartments 


the scene was no different from an ordinary shopping day, while 

in others, mostly those on the ground floor, it was necessary to - 
squeeze one's basket and parcels close to one's body in order to 
slip sideways through any possible gan. This greater number of 
peoole was partly due to the geogravhical position of the 
departments; peonle passing through to take the lifts or stairways 
to otner floors, or vassing through to the exits. © But it was 

also accentuated by the popularity of the silk stocking, glove, 
perfumery and linen departments,mum and especially true of the 

linen counters, Pillow-cases had a great attraction, the counters 
continually surrounded by women turning over the bundles tied 

with coloured tapes almost aggressively. 


Lhe shop appeared well-stocked; most of the goods were 
either in piles offi counters or on the floors. According to 
notices and catalogues the largeststocks that Pontings have 
ever held.

90% of the goods 
were tax free, many of them advertised as unrepeatable and i?

This is a more ‘exclusive’ shonv, and but for the various 
notices on goods and hanging in the shop, giving sale prices or 
indicating where tax free, had every appearance of a normal shopping

c. JOHN BARKERS 


On January 3rd, in the afternoon, inv. visited Barkers. 
Here again, there was little indication of a sale being in progress 
from the number of pcople in the shop. inv. went into the 
Food Department, at approximately 3.30. in the greengrocery section 
there was only one woman giving an order, and in the meet and 
serocery sections there was every apvearance of normal everyday 
shovping. There was a special counter, with two assistants,set 
aside for biscuits, and about halfe-a-dozen people buying. A notice 
was above the counter as follows:

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THE PURCHASE TAX: 


Contrary to everyone's expecéations, the Purchase tax has 
not created an exceptional amount of trouble for anyone, and now 


three months after it& inception, seems to be workking very well. 


The principal objection to the form of the tax hasbeen that the tax 
must be paid on a retailer's purchases including those goods which 
for one reason or another (such as breakages and "shop-soiled" ggods) 
never reach the public, and no rebate whatever is alloweé on these 
losses.. The trader is not allowed to make any profit whatever on the 
amount of tax, so that he becomes, in effect, an unpaid tax collecter 
for the Government. The payment of tax before the goods are sold, 
too, results in the trader having either to reduce his stocks or 
invest more capital in his business to cover the amount of stock 
between buying and selling the goods, This is specially serious for 
some of the smaller shops, who may not be able to saise extra capital 
easily; an’ in present circumstances, when bank credit for non-war 
traders is very restricted, and wholesalers in general are not 
willing or able to give extendééd credit. It is often now possible to 
buy for cash with order goods which would be totally unobtainable 

on @ credit account, which again works against the smaller trader 
with limited capital. 

To me it appears unfair and against the public interest that 
while such things as Kuxumsk household soaps and cleaning apparatus 
are free of tax, medical supplies are taxed 16 2/3% on wholesale 
value, Surely if foods are regarded as essential, and therefor 
“are not taxed, ordinary medicines are at least as necessary. The 
worst type of pabent medicine could very well be taxed out of 
existence, but such things as aspirin and liquid paraffin could well 
have been left aione. 

It was also as unfair that prices of existing stocks were not 
allowed to be put up to baxed prices, as, should the tax ever be 
dropped, thepublic, whatever the Government of the day may say, will 
expect to be able to buy at untaxed prices at once. | 


As between the trader and the public, the tax has caused far less 
friction than I, for one expected. In my own experience, I have only 


ee 


Te 
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tetailers such as myself. It remains to be seen how feng any of them 
can bear their overhead expenses on a 25% turnover, and what will 
happen to the enormous cosmetic trade after the war. 

The only point that strikes me as at all serious is the Limitaion of 
Razor Blades to 25%, No man can make a blade last four times as long 
as in peace time, and I have yet to hear of a sergeant major who will 
let his men appear on parade without comment sfter three shaveless days. 
As for the women and their cosmetics, they seem to be bemming up very 
well so far, and as well as I can judge the limitation of luxurges Ras 
had no wffect whatever upon morale, except to impress upon the more 
thoughtless the fact that there is a war going on, which some seemed 
to have forgotten in the first year,

SHOWCARDS 


Yes, it was very interesting indesd to note the retailers* 
reactions to the new cards. My chief impression is of their 
relief at seeing something new which yet met their needs for 
displey purposes. Next, a good many of them showed deep concern 
at the wastage that goes on in diaplay material. They don't 
want a lot of showcards and they get far too many which they 
cannot use. One man speaking generally about manufacturers 
display material - "I'd rather see the money in the shoes (i.e. 
his profit) than wasted on showcards”. At Milwards Mr. Notley 
mentioned the proposed reversal of emphasis in Window Bill 
wording and Mr. Milward welcomed it. I was glad to notice too, 
that the colour schemes on the showcards were generally liked. 


We are now pressing on with the final designs for the whole 
year. Would you let me know your views about the best number 
of different cards to produce for the later seasons? We are 
working as follows, but you may have good reasons for modifications. 


Ladies Spring ~ 9 cards 
Childrens Spring - 8 cards 
Sandals & Summer Shoes - 3 cards 
Ladies Autumn ~- § cards 
Childrens Autum ~ 2 cards

Clarks began. (about 100 years ago) as manufacturers of 
slippers. The catalogue shows the present change. Clarks 
public reputation is mainly for Childrens shoes and for sandals.

Memorandum on Advertising 


Though we should have preferred rather more time in which to 


prepare our recommendations, we feel and hope that what we have to say 


may at least be a small contribution towards the solution of the pro- 
blems involved, We ought to say at once that if our proposals are 

accepted Clarks will find themselves called upon to spend rather more 
than has previously been the case, We put forward simultaneously the 
plea that the problems have led to the plans; that the plans have led 


to the money.=- and not that the money has led direct to the plans! If 


you should decide, for one reason or another, that the proposals cannot 
go forward, then we shall have one consolation that in examining the 
problems connected with your publicity we have found no little interest, 
The answer to the question, "What are we to expect of our 
advertising?" is not to be found in the simple reply, "That it should 
sell our products." It is to be found rather in a close examination of 
all the circumstances which touch the product on its journey from the 
factory to the customer, Except in a few rare cases, Advertising 


cannot directly sell a product, but by taking note of marketing facts 


and difficulties, and of the public's inclinations and prejudices, it is 


possible for advertising to play a very useful part as a unit in a 
planned policy of marketing. 
THE MARKET POSITION 

What are the chief marketing facts and difficulties which apply to 
Clarks shoes? The first is the greatly increased, and still increasing, 
competition from the manufacturer-retailer chain stores, Shoes are 


sold on design and price, comfort and maker's reputation - probably in 


that order, and the shop is the most effective means of communicating 


this information to the possible customer; it is also favourably placed 


to turn passing interest into a sale. 


The growth in the number of shoe shop windows must result, there- 


fore, (other things being equal) in a diminishing trade for the 


| \ existing retailers and the manufacturers who supply to them, 
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The second is a circumstance which follows from the first. In 
the face of the direct trading competition, some of the smaller 
private traders are likely to feel the pinch and be extinguished, The 
others will find themselves increasingly wooed by manufacturers for 
the lion's share in their decreasing turnover, 

How do Clarks stand in relation to those trends? The adoption 
of similar direct trading methods appears to be the best, though a 
long-term policy, of dealing with competition from this quarter, But 
meanwhile the existing trade must be nurtured and fostered — through 


the retailer and the public. 


CLARKS AND THE RETAILER 


Now we may turn to an examination of the part which publicity 


(using the word in its broadest sense) can play in helping to achieve 


‘this object, so far as the retailer is concerned, This publicity 


falls into two categories, We have to consider publicity aimed 
directly at the retailer and also publicity which, though prepared for 
the cians “eillite has, in fact, a considerable effect upon the 
retailer - upon the size of his orders to Clarks and the extent to 
which he will be prepared to co-operate by giving publicity in his 
shop and his shop window. 

Dealing first with publicity aimed direct at retailers, it is 
necessary that Clarks should rank high in the retailer's goodwill. 
How can this best be secured? We believe, by using methods which will 
strike the retailer not as a means of obtaining for Clarks a larger 
measure of his present turnover, but by methods which will seem to 
hold out to him a promise of a larger share of the total trade in his 
area, In other words, by methods which will appear to him to combat 
present trade tendencies. If, for example, in addition to showing a 
retailer the advertising plan for a coming season, he could be shown 
that Clarks had a very particular interest in his welfare, extending 
beyond their desire for him to sell more of Clarks shoes, it is 
reasonable to suppose that he would be correspondingly impressed in 


favour of Clarks. 
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SPECIAL PUBLICITY ON BEHALF OF RETAILERS 


What we have in mind is a short series of small advertisements 
to appear in the provincial newspapers which set out to tell the 
public of the advantages which come from dealing with retailers who 
have a special pride in their business, and their ways of conducting 
it. These advertisements would contain the names of the local 
Clark retailers, but would bear no reference to Clarks parentage of 
the advertisements. In other words, they would be in the retailers! 
view an ingenuous effort on the part of Clarks (with no special 
regard to the sales of Clarks own brand) to promote these retailers! 
interests, 

The introduction of this plan to the retailers would give 
Clarks an opportunity to say how much they recognised and appreciated 
that before Clarks can prosper the retailer himself must prosper - 
how careful Clarks naturally are that their retailers should be of 
first-class standing —- and how it follows that Clarks are concerned 
that the public should know the difference between the service pro- 
vided by a good retailer and that provided by others who are not so 
good. The importance of this idea to Clarks would, of course, lie 
solely in its effect upon the retailer and naturally every effort 
should be made to see that the utmost was made of it in its manner of 
presentation to the retailer, 


THE ADVERTISING TO THE PUBLIC 


Now we come to the effect of the general public advertising upon 
the retailer, It is true that the average retailer is impressed by 
the mere fact that a product is to be advertised and his orders bear a 
relation to the particular shoes advertised. But there is something 
that could impress him a great deal more - and that is when the public 
take an obvious interest in a particular product; an interest which is 
actually noticeable to him in his shop. 

At this point, we may turn to the general advertising itself. 
The essential requirement of any advertising is that it should leave 
its mark upon the public's consciousness. This is doubly essential 


in the case of Clarks shoes. If, to be effective, advertising simply 
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had to show a picture of the article to be sold and to state the maker's 
enibicnisatic Opinion of it, there would be no problems involved in 

' increasing the sales of Clarks shoes, Advertising of that kind, 
however, (unless it coincides with an already established favourable 


public buying trend, or is done on a very large scale for an everyday 


commodity) can exert very little positive influence on sales. It can, 
we think, be regarded as established that shoes are sold primarily 


through actual shoes displayed in the shop window. When we remember 


how many different tastes there are in shoes at how many different 


prices, it is obvious that even if a newspaper space were filled with 
likeable designs at likeable prices, it could not hope to arouse 


interest among more than a mere fraction of the potential buyers of 


Clarks shoes, Among this mere fraction, how many could be relied upon 
to pass the test of remembering a particular shoe from today until 
tomorrow - or the day after - of finding a shop selling Clarks shoes 
| (and that one with the chosen design in stock) - or of surviving the 
| temptation provided by other shoe designs in other shop windows? 
In that hypothetical case, the conditions for the arousing of 


interest (and interest must be well aroused if a lasting impression is 


to be made) were imagined to be at their most favourable state. 
RETAIL SELLING PRICES 


But the fact that it is not practicable to fix the retail selling 
prices of all Clarks shoes introduces several complicating factors 
: which make it even more difficult for a lasting impression to be made, 
It would seem at first glance that the obvious alternatives to showing 
priced shoes are simply either to show shoes without prices, or to 


create a special range of priced shoes (as you have, in fact, recently 


done). But in our opinion, the proper alternatives are both wider in 
character and less simple than would thus appear. It is important, at 
this point, to bear human buying habits closely in mind, Price is an 
important matter in bringing the consumer to the point of sale. The 
consumer tends to suspect high prices where no prices are mentioned. 
It is possible for an advertisement, by showing a shoe which pleases, 
at a price which is within the consumer's means, to bring the consumer 


- somewhere near to the actual point of sale. The withholding of the 
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price means (even if the consumer's opinion of the article shown is a 
favourable one) that the consumer tends to dismiss it from her mind 
because she has not all the required information; but it also means 
that any impression left on the mind is just of a shoe rather than of 
a particular make of shoe. 

In other words, the effect of leaving out the prices in advert- 
isements is not simply that of removing the shoes one stage further 
from being sold - it is, in fact, to direct the energy of the advert- 


isements into a cul de sac — for it neither sells a shoe nor does it 


create the goodwill which might in the retailer's shop be turned into — 


a sale, 


The idea of a special range of fixed price shoes seems to us to 


go a very little way towards overcoming these difficulties, and itself 
introduces some further difficulties. By showing shoes of one price 


only, it not only limits the appeal of the advertisements to those who 


are interested in buying shoes at that price, but it implies (more 
strongly than the small footline 'prices from 16/11 to 29/9' can deny) 
that that particular price is indicative of the general level of Clark 
prices. Once more, the energy of the advertisement is directed mainly 
| along channels which lead nowhere in particular, because if the shoe 


design, or the price, or both, do not please the reader, no effective 


"a interest is aroused, 


CONFLICTION OF INTEREST ~ RETAILER AND PUBLIC 


| We have here, then, two demands to make of the Press advertising 


which conflict with one another, The retailer expects to see shoes 


advertised, whereas, from the point of view of influencing the public, 
this will not achieve its object. The question now arises, is it 
practicable or advisable to try to make the suits verti oeaeate serve 
both purposes? 

In our opinion, the answer is definitely, No, If it is 
necessary to influence both the retailer and the public, then neither 
object shoul be compromised for the sake of the other; they should be 
dealt with in separate ways, each fully appropriate to its job. 

But there is still another factor which makes such a division 
desirable. It hinges again on the need for making a mark with the 


public. During the current year, your press allocation has been spread 
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over six different campaigns - two each for ladies' shoes and children's 
shoes, and one each for Sandals, Slippers and Gatwick Boots, Hach of 
these campaigns has been different in style and there is no binding idea 
: ' common to them all - and that means a further weakening in total effect 
on the public. 

This bringsus to the recommendations we wish to put forward to 
meet the situation. 
GIVING CLARKS A PERSONALITY 
i | We recommend, in the first place, that there should be an adver- 
tising campaign, the sole object of which would be to build up the 
reputation of Clarks as shoemakers, and not simply to advertise a 


particular shoe or kind of shoe, The campaign would seek to give 


Clarks a personality. 


'Personality' is a very elusive thing, and not generally easy to 
| come by. In this case it must, of course, be centred on shoes, and on 
| Clarks shoes in particular. 

| The claims of all shoe manufacturers appear to be based, in 
varying degrees, on the theme of ‘comfort with fashion' or 'fashion 


with comfort.' A great deal of ink is spilt daily, by each in turn, 


hinting that those people who have suffered from the pinched, tortured 


and aching feet caused by all the other makes of shoes, should change 


forthwith to the brand being advertised which are specially designed to 


give 'fashion with comfort! or ‘comfort with fashion,' 
There is, we feel, one aspect of Clarks business which would lend 
itself admirably to a fresher and more convincing treatment of this 


very necessary comfort theme, In the relatively short time at our 


disposal for the sities ii of these proposals, it has not been possible 
to make more than the smallest investigation among members of the public, 
but we have found that where Clarks are known, their reputation is | 
Inainly for the quality and excellence of fit of their children's shoes 
and sandals, | It seems to us a logical and relatively easy step to 
capitalise this reputation by applying it to the whole range of Clarks 
shoes, To be more precise, we suggest that the theme of the Clarks 
prestige advertisements should be that y 
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but with a FOOT! It accounts for the excellent shape of the children's 


shoes and sandals, but it accounts for the same thing in every shoe that 
leaves the Clark factory. Clarks start with a foot - and then the 
designer gets to work! 

You will see from the layouts we have prepared how this idea works 
out in practice. We believe that the constant association of Clarks 
shoes with nice-looking women's and children's feet, coupled with the 
obvious wisdom of the idea of starting with feet, and the opportunities 
those feet give for dramatic, interesting (and different) layout present- 
ation will give Clarks advertising the personality it needs. Itis 


nice to know that it happens also to be true! 


PUBLIC ADVERTISING TO INTEREST THE RETAILER 


We must now return to the idea of a separate public press campaign, 


the primary object of which is to influence the retailer, and only 
. secondly to influence the public, The need here is to show as large a 


i number as possible of shoe designs, and for the retailer to see them 


frequently. We therefore suggest that quite small (3"S/C) advertise- 
| ments be taken in the provincial papers. These would consist of nothing 
| more than a provocative headline, an illustration of a shoe and a short 
piece of copy. They would appear on the women's pages of the newspapers 


and would be illustrated, of course, by shoes appropriate to the season, 


Some examples of the kind we have in mind have been prepared for you to: 


sec, 


THE MEDIA 


' - There are certain papers (notably the DAILY MAIL) which have a 


reputation with retailers quite out of proportion to their relative values 


as advertising media. Nevertheless, it is important that the retailer 
should be impressed with the advertising worth of the papers used. It 
would not be difficult (only too easy!) to make a long list of papers 
which could logically take a place on a Clarks advertising schedule. 

The difficulty is to find one or two national papers which can be relied 
upon to give both the geographical and the class coverage required for. 
Clarks advertising at a price the schedule can afford, It is desirable 
that the effect of the prestige advertising should not be dissipated by 
too infrequent insertions in too many papers. It is better that it 


should be concentrated in a few papers, for this reascn, we heve 
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selected PICTURE POST and some of the women's magazines, PICTURE POST 
with its net circulation of 1,500,000 at £500 per page in our opinion 
represents excellent value for money, since its actual readership must 
be in the region of four and a half million weekly. It has the 
additional advantage of a long effective ‘life’ (as distinct from 
daily papers which die with the day), and in its class coverage it is 
equal to the RADIO TIMES. 

It has a disadvantage in that it is not yet fully among the 
papers which impress the retailers; but we see here an opportunity to 
kill two desirable birds with one stone. We suggest that some weeks 
before the opening of Clarks Spring campaign and for a period of a 
month, a copy of PICTURE POST should be sent weekly to each active 
Clark retailer, On the covers of the papers would be attached printed 
slips (varying from week to week) stressing the merits of PICTURE POST 
as an advertising medium and stating Clarks dAvertising plans for the 
year. By this means, the retailer is pleased too in receiving four 
free copies of an interesting paper, but — more to the point — he is 
obtaining a vivid impression of the advertising which Clarks are about 
to let loose! 

WINDOW DISPLAYS AND LEAFLETS 

The main criterion of window display material and leaflets must 
be, once more, their appeal to the retailer, Providing this important 
end is achieved, we would recommend that all material should, so far as 
possible, subscribe to the general theme we have outlined for the 
prestige press advertisements. But we ought, in this connection, to 
point out that in our opinion it is not by any means always desirable 
that the showcards, etc. should be a faithful replica, in colour, of 
the artwork used in the press. It is similarity of theme which is 
required, and it does not necessarily follow that artwork which is 
right for one job is automatically right for the other. The purposes 


are quite different and the two needs should accordingly be dealt with 


separately. 


A special series of advertisements would be prepared for this 
use, These would necessarily be of a kind likely to suit the 


retailer's fancy, and would. of course, contain illustrations of shoes, 
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CHILDREN'S SHOES AND SANDALS 

We have already referred to the special reputation which Clarks 
hold among the public for these two lines. We believe it would be 
very profitable to make special efforts to carry this reputation still 
further. We visualise, for example, a booklet published by Clarks, of 
an essentially editorial and professional nature, containing articles 
written by prominent foot specialists and doctors, It would be, as 
it were, a guide to parents on the care of children's feet from the 
baby stage upwards, It would not deal solely with the shoe aspect of 
the problem = though obviously that would be an important part. It 
would not be an advertisement in the ordinary sense of the word, since 
nothing should be allowed to weaken its authenticity, but towards the 
end of the book Clarks would come into the picture in a suitably dis- 
creet manner. The distribution of such a book could be achieved 
through the boxes in which the shoes are packed and also by ‘smalls! 
advertisements in the general press. 

We cannot overstress the value there would be to Clarks ina 
reputation built up by means similar to this - provided they are 
approached in a professional, rather than an advertising, spirit, 


HE COST 


Having, at length, reached this important subject, we shall lose 
little time in revealing it. 

In your 1939 budget, a total sum of £5,/20 was allocated 
directly to press advertising space. We have calculated the press 
publicity on what is in our view a minimum scale consistent with the 
advertising reaching its objective. But even so, the cost of the 
spaces for the three campaigns outlined amounts to £9,829. It does 
not seem to us likely that any appreciable saving could be made under 
any other of the publicity headings. At this stage, and without much 
more creative work being done, it would be difficult for us to form 
an estimate of the expenditures under those headings. We have, there- 
fore, assumed those amounts to be the same as in the current year, 


A detailed budget and schedule appears at the end of this 


memorandum. 
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OUR REMUNERATION 


It is not economically possible that our remuneration should be 
that arbitrarily provided by the 10% commission on newspaper space. 
Newspaper publicity is only one of the many forms of useful publicity 
and we prefer always that any temptation to press its claims unduly 
should be entirely removed by the repayment to you of the 10% newspaper 
commissions and the substitution of a fee covering each and every 
aspect of our services in publicity work. This fee itself is an 
estimate of the amount of work we believe to be involved, The fee 
suggested is £2,225, commission returnable amounts to £983. 

Other charges would be the normal ones for artwork, photography, 
blocks, etc. Blocks would be at Federation rates. Photography and 
artwork would be at market rates; but we should make it clear that we 
believe in paying for, as well as insisting upon, the very best work, 
although its extra worth may be as hidden from the layman's eye as that 
which goes into your own shoes, 

PRINTED MATTER 

It is the usual practice of our clients to make us responsible for 
the production of leaflets, booklets, showcards and other printed matter 
right up to the finished job. We have a special department dealing with 
the production of print, and estimates are obtained from any three or 
more printers known by us to be fully capable of the work required. If 
desired by clients, estimates will be obtained from printers selected by 
the clients, subject to our being satisfied with the printers! capabilite 
ies. We have found, and our clients have found too, that we are 
generally in a position to buy print at keener prices (or for the same 
price with better quality) than similar work previously bought direct by 
our clients. 

We should, of course, seek to make the fullest possible use of 
your own printing facilities provided that the facilities completely met 
the needs of the particular jobs. 

RVICH 

We should naturally expect to receive from, as well as to give to, 
your publicity department, the fullest co-operation. Our job is to 


receive facts and information and then to interpret them into terms of 


publicity. 
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There would be no item touching publicity excluded from our services 

of consultation and prescription, We lay special stress on the need for 
all forms of publicity (no matter how trifling some may be) to pass 
through the same hands, for it is only be this means that the proper 
co-ordination of effort can be secured,

were the biggest spenders and had mur advertising departments 
of their own with many year's experience, they couldn't 
possibly be on the wrong lines. Clarks, (meaning us) on the 
other hand, made no attempt to correlate the designs, colours 
and sizes of their various display pieces, which made it 
impossible for any enterprising retailer, such as himself,to 
make anything of a show with Clarks material and as a result 
Clarks would get worse rather than better showings.

Mr. Hart says (a) that Clarks ‘messy’ material will have 
the opposite effect to that intended by us, and (b) that, 
even if it does not, Clarks ought not deliberately to set 
out to make the standard of window display lower than it 
need be.

Turning now to your letter. Everett Jones talked to me

The majority of retailers featuring in-stock branded shoes tend to 
concentrate on the advertising matter of the branded firm, or firms 
(whose Agents they are) who advertise most to the public. This is 
probably the strongest feature, consciously or unconsciously, 
influencing them. 


Few retailers are guided by any other very definite, clear-cut 

policy as to whose advertising matter they will use. Some would 

try to be fair to their different brands and ring the changes, more 

or less - some would use most the advertising that happens to appeal 

to them personally - others might just use the latest “arrivals”, or 
even those cards nearest to hand when they are dressing a window; 

many would obviously use the cards most suitable as regards dimensions 
for their particular purpose. The fact that a particular brand name 
was "soft pedalled” in my opinion cuts no ice at all. This is to 
ascribe to the average retailer the deliberate weighing up of pros and 
cons, and incidentally the time to do this, which simply does not exist. 


If the above is true, then there is every argument for making the 

brand name very prominent, so as to compete with the others, back up 
our Press advertising, and make it easier for the public to get Clark's 
shoes when they want them. 


BEST TYPE OF SHOWCARDS, MOTTO CARDS, etc. 


Apart from drapery stores, and a few luxury grade retailers, whose 
interest it is to develop a highly individual style of window-dressing, 
the ordinary “bread and cheese” retailer's appeal to the public as 
regards his windows undoubtedly lies in the selection of footwear 
available. A large number of shoes has got to be shown to get and 
keep satisfactory trade; this involves a fairly conventional, 
symmetrical, balanced style of dressing, which is pretty well standard 
throughout the trade. Of course the degree of attractiveness secured 
depends on the manner in which this conventional window-dressing is 


executed. 


Clark's "odd", individual cards and tickets do not lend themselves 
to this normal style of window-dressing, and are not designed to do 
so; they are not, therefore, catering for the general run of retailers 
at all, who needs his “lefts" and "rights", his graded, uniform sizes 
and shapes, and colour schemes. 


Now it is quite possible to make a very attractive display out 
of the "odd" cards, but only by adapting the window-dressing to 
suit - a very thin window carefully planned, attracting by 
“suggestion” rather than by the shoes themselves; but this type 
of window for “bread and cheese”™* traders would most certainly 
involve immediate loss of turnover. Some of Lotus retail 
windows are examples of this, where the Victorian knick~knacks, 
statuettes, bird-cages, antimacassars, etc., used serve their 
purpose because they are only designed to give the suggestion 
of “class” for the really discriminating customer after high 
fashion. On the other hand to dress windows on the needed con- 
ventional lines with Clark's present cards merely substituted 


for the more regular types, would undoubtedly mean a most unattract- 
ive window. 


In other words Clarks now are really catering for the big minority, 
and are making it more difficult, instead of easier, for their 
average customers to attain a decent standard of display - a 
department where he usually falls down anyway. 


The fact that nobody issues, or ever has issued, showcards for the 

; shoe trade except in more or less conventional sizes and shapes, and 

{| colour schemes, must go for something. Furthermore, since this is 
true of competing firms, Clark's single "odd" cards, unrelated to 
each other for size and shape, which inevitably are going to be 
used by retailers in the same window as K, Lotus or Mascot cards, will 
make it still more difficult to produce an attractive window. 
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3. WORDING ON CARDS AND TICKETS. 


In the past Clark's wording has consisted of the merest generalities, 
instead of definite points worth noting on the part of the public. I 
suggest that we eliminate such wording as - “Snug heel fit", "For 
comfortable walking", “For the smart woman", which mean nothing; 
whereas cards reading - "We fit by X-ray", “Shoes in wine suede with 
contrasting piping are in vogue", "Crepe soles with square toes for 
Sportswear", may mean something, 


4, SUGGESTIONS FOR A SUITABLE RANGE OF CARDS. 


Two main showcards - 12" x 8" or 10" x 8", Three different sizes of 
cards to bear wording, say 5" x 5®, 7" x 4M 10" x 5a" , Strip 
tickets - 6" x 2", Name Tickets - 2" x aM, 


All the above cards to be issued in sets with a suitable colour 
scheme, and layout running through all. 


The whole point of this enquiry is to find the answer to the cuestion "What 
can Clarks do in wartime to ensure that at the end of the war their 
reletions with retailers shall be of the very best?” Remember that Clarks 
cannot do anything to alter the actual course of war restrictions on a 
retailer's trade. 
We should like to be able to plan a policy covering all Clarks relations 
with retailers which would cause the retailer to feel that in very difficult 
circumstances Clarks have gone more out of their way to help him than any 
Other manufacturer has. 
The immediate cause of this enquiry is the need to eliminate guesswork and 
discover precisely what is the retailers attitude to the display material 
which is showered upon them each season, 
Clarks retailers are ‘independent’ - they have agencies for the products of 
three or four leading manufacturers. What influences retailers to select 
one manufacturer's display material in preference to the others’ when he 
has a surplus to his needs? Who actually does the selecting? To what 
extent are retailers anxious to advertise their agencies and dees extent 
do they wish to develop goodwill round-their own names? In other words does 
e large displey of a manufacturer's neme (mnexwayxer-the-mtkexr) on a display 
(one way or the other) 
piece affect/its chances of being displayed? What tendencies in choice of 
display material can be gathered from an examination of the shop windows? 
Would retesilers react favourably to departures from the accented traditions 


of display material design? Are they looking for novelty or does novelty 


put them off?

What does the Clark retailer feel about the future? What is going to 


happen to him? What is his attitude to his suppliers? Does he feel they 


are doing their best for him or is he feeling sore about anything.
